In  many  ways  we  could  compare  Archbishop  Gannon 
with  two  of  the  most  famous  Catholics  in  American  his- 
tory —  John  and  Charles  Carroll.  John  Carroll  was  the 
first  bishop  of  the  United  States.  He  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
field  of  Catholic  education.  This  is  evidenced  by  his 
founding  of  Georgetown,  which  was  the  first  Catholic 
college  in  the  United  States.  Archbishop  Gannon  is 
somewhat  of  a  modern  John  Carroll.  His  diocese  was,  at 
one  time,  part  of  Bishop  Carroll's.  Archbishop  Gannon 
has  been  a  leader  in  the  education  of  Catholic  boys  and 
girls  and  young  men  and  women. 

In  his  zeal  for  sound  Catholic  education  on  the  sec- 
ondary level,  he  established  Cathedral  Preparatory 
School  for  Boys.  Our  beloved  benefactor  also  has  to  his 
credit  the  founding  of  a  new  minor  seminary  in  the  Erie 
Diocese. 


Charles  Carroll  was  a  cousin  of  John  Carroll.  A  signer 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  this  public  servant 
and  patriot  risked  his  position  and  fortune  for  the  cause 
of  American  freedom.  Archbishop  Gannon  has  exem- 
plified citizenship  as  did  Charles  Carroll.  He  takes  an 
active  part  in  the  affairs  of  his  community.  Because  of 
his  influence  throughout  the  nation,  he  has  helped  Erie 
to  become  the  great,  growing  community  it  is  today. 

Prep  can  be  truly  proud  to  have  as  its  friend 
and  founder  the  Most  Reverend  John  Mark  Gannon, 
Archbishop-Bishop  of  Erie.  We  pray  that  we  may  all 
continue  to  benefit  from  his  remarkable  talents. 


In  fulfilling  his  motto,  "To 
Serve  Christ,"  Auxiliary  Bishop 
Edward  P.  McManaman  has 
done  much  for  both  Erie  and 
Prep. 

He  is  one  of  the  pioneers  of 
Catholic  education  in  the  Erie 
diocese;  just  as  the  countless 
frontiersmen  of  this  country 
paved  the  way  for  settlement 
and  civilization,  so  has  Bishop 
McManaman  helped  Catholicism 
in  Erie  in  his  office  as  head  of 
the  Confraternity  of  Christian 
Doctrine. 

Through  his  roles  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  as  rector 
of  St.  Peter's  Cathedral,  he  has 
been  closely  associated  with 
Prep.  Now  as  Auxiliary  Bishop 
to  His  Excellency,  John  Mark 
Gannon,  Bishop  McManaman 
still  is  associated  with  Prep  as  a 
member   of   its    Executive   Board. 

We  can  all  learn  from  his  ex- 
ample how  to  give  ourselves 
wholeheartedly  to  anything  we 
undertake,  especially  in  the 
midst  of  activity  to  remember 
the  chief  goal  of  life  —  eternal 
salvation. 

We  can  be  proud  to  know  the 
man  characterizing  this  goal- 
seeking,  Bishop  McManaman.

One  of  the  most  important  helps  in  molding  these  young 
students  are  the  confessors.  These  priests  help  the  Prep 
student  to  overcome  his  many  faults  and  guide  him  along 
the  path  to  becoming  an  able  citizen. 

They  can  be  compared  to  the  molders  of  the  Constitu- 
tion —  Thomas  Jefferson,  James  Madison,  and  Benjamin 
Franklin  —  whose  idea  in  writing  the  Constitution  was  to 
guide  the  people  in  a  uniform  government,  just  as  the  con- 
fessors   guide    the    students    of    Prep    in    their    development. 

Or  they  can  be  compared  to  the  great  men  of  our  coun- 
try, like  George  Washington  and  Abraham  Lincoln,  who 
led  their  people  on  in  times  of  strife,  just  as  Prep's  priests 
of  the  confessional  lead  Prepsters  through  the  most  im- 
portant and  impressionable  years  of  their  lives.

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Although  the  Very  Reverend  Ed-

Smith  was  the  superior  of  the  Oblates  when  he  died  last  summer. 
His  first  assignment  was  as  an  English  teacher  at  Northeast 
Catholic  High  School  in  1937.  Fr.  Smith  was  appointed  headmaster 
of  that  Philadelphia  school  six  years  later,  and  he  served  in  that 
position  for  six  more  years.  His  responsibilities  there  included 
supervising  the  school's  5,000-student  enrollment  and   its  faculty. 

Father  spent  the  years  from  1949  to  1955  as  superior  of  the 
Oblates  in  Toledo,  Ohio.  Then  he  was  transferred  to  White  Plains, 
New  York,  at  Archbishop  Stepinac  High  School.  He  remained  at 
White  Plains  as  superior  Oblate  for  one  year  until  he  was  made 
superior  at  DeSales  Catholic  High  School  in  Lockport,  New  York. 
After  DeSales  Father  Smith  was  transferred  here  as  an  English 
teacher  in  the  summer  of  1959. 

Father  Smith  typified  the  Oblates  of  St.  Francis  deSales.  He 
was  a  learned  man  of  great  intelligence  who  could  communicate 
his  knowledge  along  with  his  strong  character  to  his  students. 

Father  Smith  and  all  the  Oblates  deserve  the  deepest  gratitude 
for  their  great  contributions  to  our  school.

That's  Rockne  spirit, 
the  Notre  Dame  spirit,  the  spirit  after  which  Prep  sports" 
pattern  themselves.

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VARSITY  BASKETBALL 


After  receiving  a  slow  start  at  the  beginning  of  the  campaign  due  to  an  extended 
football  season,  the  1960-1961  varsity -basketball  squad  turned  in  a  record  of  11  wins 
and  seven  losses.  This  record  netted  them  a  third-place  finish  in  city  competition  and  ad- 
vanced them  two  games  into  the  PCIAA  play-offs. 

Coach  Robert  Trombacco  was  handicapped  with  a  lack  of  experienced  material.  With 
his  only  returning  letterman,  Jim  McCallion,  he  encouraged  the  team  on  to  gradual  and 
consistent  improvement.  Despite  the  disheartening  setbacks,  the  Ramblers  remained  in 
the  season  to  the  end  without  diminishing  in  spirit. 

Victory  was  tasted  in  the  opening  game  with  Linesville,  51—41,-  but  it  soon  passed 
away  with  the  Sharon  encounter.  A  unique  game  was  fourth  on  the  schedule  as  the 
varsity  met  the  Prep  Alumni  and  downed  them  60—51.  Former  Prep  aces  Jim  Rudy,  '59, 
and  Bob  Ward,  '60,  were  the  high  point  men  in  this  contest  for  the  losing  alumnists. 

The  City  Series  round  was  opened  against  Tech.  We  fell  by  a  74—45  count  to  the 
team  that  eventually  became  city  champs.  The  most  outstanding  game  in  the  season's 
schedule  came  when  we  missed  downing  these  Tech  Centaurs  by  three  points  in  the 
second  meeting. 

In  PCIAA  play-offs,  St.  Mary's  Central  High  fell  for  the  fifth  straight  year.  However, 
we  were  stopped  by  the  powerful  Pittsburgh  South  Hills  Catholic  High  on  March  9. 

Jim  McCallion  took  scoring  and  all-around  excellence  honors.  He  amassed  303  points 
in  his  final  season  with  Prep.  Along  with  senior  John  Fetzner,  juniors  Dave  Whitby,  who 
was  sidelined  because  of  injury  late  in  the  season,  Al  Lubiejewski,  Al  Scheppner,  Jerry 
Kruszewski,  and  Dan  Bulishak  all  helped  in  the  team  effort.  With  these  juniors  returning 
next  year,  the  outlook  for  coming  seasons  is  good.

VARSITY  SWIMMING

ACTIVITIES 


Prince  Demetrius  Augustine  Gallitzin  was  a  real  Russian 
prince.  On  a  journey  through  America  in  the  late  Eighteenth 
Century,  he  saw  the  great  need  for  more  priests  in  America. 
He  decided  to  stay  and  begin  his  seminary  studies  at  St. 
Mary's  in  Baltimore. 

In  1799  he  went  to  a  small  settlement  in  the  Alleghenies, 
named  it  Loretto,  and  built  a  church.  As  pastor  of  this  parish 
he  built  a  church  in  every  village  of  the  area,  made  over 
6,000  converts  to  the  Catholic  Faith,  inspired  many  young 
men  to  become  priests,  built  a  grist  mill  and  tannery  for  the 
people,  gave  over  $150,000  to  the  poor,  and  started  the  first 
permanent  parish  school  in  the  United  States. 

What  better  patron  could  be  found  for  this  Activities  Sec- 
tion than  the  Prince  of  the  Alleghenies,  a  man  whose  very 
nature  would  not  allow  him  to  be  idle?

In  spite  of  the  demand  for  time  to  be 
spent  in  sports,  studies,  and  extra- 
curricular activities,  the  Prepster  always 
finds  time  to  spend  with  God.  With  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  Peter  as  his  chapel,  the 
boy  of  Prep  is  allowed  to  round  out  his 
life  in  school  by  participating  in  public 
and  private  religious  services.  As  an  ex- 
ample of  true  religious  participation, 
James  Cardinal  Gibbons  provides  a  goal 
for   every   student  to  follow. 

He  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
July  23,  1834.  He  was  ordained  a  priest 
in  1861,  became  archbishop  of  Baltimore 
in   1877,  and   1886  was  made  a  cardinal. 

In  his  diocese  of  St.  Paul  he  succeeded 
in  getting  the  parochial  schools  inte- 
grated with  the  public  school  system.  He 
also  managed  to  convince  the  Pope  to 
withdraw  the  false  claim  that  the  Knights 
of  Labor  was  a  secret  society.  Thus  many 
Catholics  were  then  free  to  join  the 
group  to  bolster  America's  infant  labor 
movement. 

Cardinal  Gibbons  lived  his  faith  and 
loved  America.  He  showed  to  all  Catho- 
lics that  a  life  of  interest  in  religion  can 
also  be  an  extremely  valuable  life  to 
society.

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QUARTER 
SESSIONS 


Chief  Justice  Robert  Brook  Taney  was  a  great  judge 
and  leader  in  our  court  system.  The  Quarter  Sessions 
here  at  Prep  is  connected  with  the  old  English  law  sys- 
tem. Taney  tried  to  base  the  United  States  law  system 
after  the  old  system  of  English  law.  This  is  why  Taney, 
the  fifth  Chief  Justice,  is  chosen  as  the  patron  of  Prep's 
Quarter  Sessions. 

Taney  was  c  gentleman  of  Catholic  ancestry  and  edu- 
cation.  He  was  one  of  the  chief  admirers  of   President 


Andrew  Jackson.  When  he  was  app  >nted  to  the  House 
of  Delegates,  he  was  scarcely  twenty-tnree  years  of  age 
and  the  youngest  member  of  the  assembly.  He  had  few, 
if  any,  personal  enemies,  and  by  the  purity  of  his  pri- 
vate life  was  never  questioned,  even  by  his  political  op- 
ponents. By  his  dignified,  though  kindly  bearing,  he 
always  commanded  the  utmost  respect  for  his  court. 

Quarter  Sessions  is  one  of  the  most  important  activi- 
ties here  at  Prep.  At  the  sessions  we  are  honored  by 
the  presence  of  Archbishop  John  Mark  Gannon,  who 
always  has  a  kind,  encouraging  word  for  the  students. 
It  is  a  time  when  students  are  recognized  for  work 
accomplished  during  a  quarter  of  the  school  year. 

At  this  time  honor  cards  and  Science  Fair  and  ath- 
letic awards  are  given  to  deserving  students.  English 
law,  like  our  Quarter  Sessions  awards  here  at  Prep,  was 
based  chiefly  on  judicial  decision  and  experience. 
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His  Excellency,  Archbishop  John  Mark 
Gannon,  always  enjoys  giving  to  the 
Prep  student  body  his  words  of  wisdom 
at  the  Quarter  Sessions  programs.

Father  Isaac  Hecker  was  born  to  a  poor  immigrant 
worker  and  his  wife  in  1819.  As  a  boy,  he  didn't  have 
the  chance  to  obtain  a  formal  education.  Hecker  be- 
came very  good  friends  with  Orestes  Brownson,  another 
famous  convert,  who  stayed  at  the  Hecker  home  when 
he  was  in  New  York  for  a  lecture.  Under  the  guidance 
of  Brownson,  he  decided  to  join  the  colony  at  Brooks 
Farm.  It  was  while  he  resided  here  that  he  received  in- 
struction from  many  noted  teachers  of  the  day. 

After  a  while  he  moved  to  Fruitland  at  Concord.  He 
became  acquainted  with  Emerson  and  other  transcen- 
dentalists.  His  study  of  Latin  also  began  while  he  lived 
at  Concord. 

After  his  return  home,  he  began  to  practice  acts  of 
ascetism.  He  was  baptized  into  the  Church  in  1844,  and 
soon  afterward  he  joined  the  Redemptorist  Order.  Hec- 
ker completed  his  education  in  Holland  and  England. 
With   practice   he   became  a  fine  speaker.    His   lectures 


concentrated  on  bringing  converts  to  the  Faith.  He  be- 
came so  well  known  that  it  was  necessary  to  ask  the 
Catholics  not  to  attend  his  talks  so  that  non-Catholics 
might  get  the  opportunity  to  hear  him.  The  journalism 
field  also  benefited  from  Father  Hecker,  who  started  to 
publish  the  CATHOLIC  WORLD  and  YOUNG  CATHOLIC. 
His  fondest  desire  was  to  publish  a  daily  paper,  but  the 
strain  of  the  editorship  would  not  permit  its  fulfillment. 

During  the  last  part  of  his  fruitful  life,  Father  Hecker 
suffered   from    depression,   which    he   said    purified   him. 

Father  Isaac  Hecker's  life  was  indeed  fruitful.  His 
idea  of  continuous  betterment  would  be  a  good  philoso- 
phy for  all  juniors  to  develop.  His  suffering  and  sacrifice 
to  help  others  find  the  way  should  also  be  part  of  the 
junior  who  will  soon  be  going  out  into  the  world.  As 
Isaac  Hecker  took  Brownson  as  his  ideal,  the  juniors 
would  do  well  to  claim  Isaac  Hecker  as  their  ideal.

Kilmer  s  lite,  although 
very  short,  was  filled 
with  many  noteworthy 
contributions  in  the 
field  of  education.  He 
realized  the  importance 

of  schooling  the  youth  for  the  safety  of  America  in  the  future  years. 

He  was  a  teacher  of  Latin  for  years,  but  his  interests  were  soon  channeled  into  other 
fields.  Kilmer  became  the  editorial  assistant  of  the  Standard  Dictionary.  Later  he  worked 
as  a  writer  for  the  New  York  Times  Sunday  Magazine.  His  poetry  was  written  in  a  simple 
and  beautiful  style.  This  outstanding  literary  figure  met  an  early  death  when  he  was 
killed  in  action  during  World  War  I. 

His  views  on  the  value  of  education  should  be  copied  by  all  sophomores,  for  thinking 
like  Joyce  Kilmer  can  result  in  nothing  but  his  success.  The  future  of  this  country  is  in  the 
hands  of  its  youth.
